TREATMENT, E.G., DRAPT ANNUAL REPORT TO COUNCIL AND WORK 
PROGRAMMES AND PRIORITIES 1976 CONTAIN PHRASES LIKE "TO BE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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INSERTED WHEN THE DRAFT GUIDANCE IS FURTHER DEVELOPED;" 
"WORK IS NEARLY COMPLETED;" "FOR THE TIME BEING, THEREFORE, 
FURTHER WORK ON THE SCHEME IS IN THE BALANCE." USNATO RE- 
COMMENDS FORCEFUL TREATMENT AND REVISION OF DOCUMENTS ON 
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APRIL AND MAY AGENDAS TO ENSURE PROFITABLE DISCUSSION BY 
SENIOR NATIONAL CIVIL EMERGENCY PLANNING REPRESENTATIVES AT 
JUNE PLENARY. COMMENTS BELOW ARE ORIENTED IN THIS 
DIRECTION. END SUMMARY.

A. RECOMMEND APPROVAL OF AC/98-WP/I02, PARA 16 (A) THROUGH 
(E). PARA 16 (F) APPEARS REDUNDANT AND SHOULD BE DELETED 
SINCE IT REPEATS PLENARY DECISION, AC/98-R/97, PARA 93 (7) 

AND IS ALSO CONTAINED IN APRA I OF THE WP. RE PARA 16 (B), 

WORDING "AS VARIED BY THE COMMENTS IN PARAS 5-1 1 " SHOULD BE 
DELETED SINCE THE COMMITTEE DECISIONS MUST BE SPECIFIC IN 
APPROVING THE PARTICULARS OF THE 1976 PROGRAM. IN THIS 
REGARD, PARA 3 (C) - CIVIL AVIATION PLANNING COMMITTEE 
(CAPC) TRAINING - APPEARS TO BE PREMATURE FOR 1976. IN A 
GENERAL VEIN, USNATO RECOMMENDS THAT WP SHOULD BE AMENDED 
TO PLACE LESS EMPHASIS ON "INITIAL TRAINING" WHICH APPEARS 
SO DEAR TO THE I.S. PAST EXPERIENCE HAS SHOWN THAT NATO 
CIVIL WARTIME AGENCIES (NCWAS) TRAINEES PREFER A SHORT IN- 
TRODUCTION INTO SUBJECT AND PREFER TO LEARN ABOUT THEIR AGENCY 
THROUGH A PRACTICAL TRAINING "EXERCISE." 

B. RECOMMEND THAT PARA 12, AC/98-D/762, BE APPROVED IN- 
SOFAR AS PARA (A) (I) AND (II) IS CONCERNED. PARAS 12 (B) 

AND (C) SHOULD BE DELETED. REGARDING PARA 12 (B) IN THIS 
DOCUMENT AND PARA 16 (F) IN AC/98-WP/I02, I.S. HAS BECOME 
QUITE RIGID IN ITS APPROACH TO THE PLANNING BOARDS AND 
COMMITTEES (PB&CS) CONCERNING TRAINING. AT THE PETROLEUM 
PLANNING COMMITTEE (PPC) MEETING LAST WEEK, U.S. REP OBJECTED 
TO WORDING IN PPC PROGRAM OF WORK THAT PPC "WOULD ASSIST THE 
I.S. IN DEVELOPMENT OF PRACTICAL TRAINING, ETC.". I.S. IS 
INTERPRETING RESPONSIBILITY PLACED BY PLENARY ON IT TO DEVELOP 
TRAINING PROGRAM "IN CONJUNCTION WITH" PB&CS AS LICENSE TO 
TAKE COMPLETE DIRECTION AND CONTROL OF TRAINING PROGRAM. 
USNATO VIEWPOINT IS THAT WITH GUIDANCE GIVEN BY SCEPC ON THIS 
SUBJECT, PB&CS CAN DEVELOP TRAINING PROGRAMS ASSISTED BY THE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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I.S. RATHER THAN VICE VERSA. FRENCH AND NETHERLANDS SCEPC 
COLLEAGUES ARE OF SAME VIEWPOINT. 

C. RE PARA 12 (C), AC/98-D/762, RECOMMEND IT BE DELETED. 

CEP DIRECTORATE TRAVEL BUDGET PROVIDES FRUNDS FOR I.S. 
PARTICIPATION IN TRAINING ENVISIONED FOR 1975. HOWEVER, 

FUNDS WERE USED BY OTHER ELEMENTS IN DEFENSE PLANNING AND 
POLICY DIVISION WITH APPROVAL OF ASYG HUMPHREYS. WHILE WE 
SYMPATHIZE WITH CEP DIRECTORATE REQUEST TO FIND WAY OUT OF 
BAD SITUATION, IT IS ONE WHICH THEIR OWN ASYG CREATED. USNATO 
CIVIL BUDGET COMMITTEE (CBC) DELOFF ADVISES THAT ALL NATO HQS. 
TRAVEL IS CONTAINED IN CHAPTER II OF NATO HQS. BUDGET WHILE 
ALL CEP BUDGET ITEMS, INCLUDING TRAINING, ARE IN CHAPTER V. 
(GENERALLY EACH BUDGET CHAPTER COVERS A SEPARATE ACTIVITY 
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OR DIVISION). FUNDS ARE NOT TRANSFERABLE BETWEEN CHAPTERS 
WITHOUT SPECIFIC APPROVAL OF CBC. IN EFFECT, PARA 12 (C) 

REQUESTS THAT NATIONS SUPPORT CEP DIRECTORATE REQUEST THAT 
CIVIL BUDGET COMMITTEE NOT ONLY MAKE EXCEPTION TO THE GENERAL 
RULE REGARDING TRANSFERS BETWEEN CHAPTERS BUT ' BURY'' TRAVEL 
COSTS IN TRAINING FUNDS IN CHAPTER V. WHILE REQUEST IS 
UNDERSTANDABLE, USNATO BELIEVES CBC WOULD NOT APPROVE THIS

LEVEL OF ACTIVITY, HAS NOT YET BEEN APPROVED. USNATO RE- 
COMMENDS THAT AC/98-WP/104 (ADVANCE COPIES MAILED TO STATE 
AND OP) BE AMENDED GRAFTING MUCH OF WHAT IS CONTAINED IN 
PARAS 5-12 ON TO AC/98-D/591 AS THE BASE DOCUMENT. ANNEX A 
OF AC/98-WP/104 - WORK PROGRAM FOR SCEPC - PRESENTS A VERY 
PEDESTRIAN ROLE FOR SCEPC AS AN OVERSEER AND RUBBER STAMP 
FOR ACTIVITIES OF THE PB&CS. USNATO RECOMMENDS THAT IN ADDITION

AC/98-WP/105 RECEIVED BY USNATO ON APRIL 2. (COPIES POUCHED 
TO J. DENNIS, EUR/RPM, APRIL 2, POUCH NO. K26192, INVOICE 
NO. CX65). THIS DOCUMENT NEEDS REVISION AND WILL BE ON AGENDA 
EOR MAY MEETING. PARAS 1 AND 2, ENTITLED "THE GENERAL STATE 
OE CIVIL PREPAREDNESS", WERE TO CONTAIN MATERIAL WHICH WOULD 
JUSTIEY RECOMMENDATION THAT COUNCIL INCLUDE THESE PARAS IN 
REPORT TO FALL MINISTERIAL. THIS DRAFT FAILS TO MEET THAT 
CRITERION. THIRD SENTENCE, PARA 7, RE OIL MATTERS STATES 
"THE SENIOR COMMITTEE PROPOSES THAT RELIANCE SHOULD BE PLACED

(C), (D) AND (E) SHOULD BE DELETED. ANNEX I, WHICH IS

COMMENT: EARRANT (I.S.) INSISTS ON BRINGING "STAY-PUT" 

POLICY QUESTION OUT OF CIVIL DEFENSE COMMITTEE, WHERE IT HAS 
RESIDED DUE TO LONG STANDING RESERVATIONS BY CANADA AND U.S. 
VERSION NOW OEEERED, WHILE SOETENED SOMEWHAT, COULD INHIBIT 
U.S. ACTIONS TO EVACUATE NATIONALS EROM EUROPE. USNATO RE- 
COMMENDS AGAINST INCLUDING THIS QUESTION INDOCUMENT GOING TO 
COUNCIL. END COMMENT. ANNEX II TO AC/98-WP/105 IS A BRIEF
